United Industry Now Seems an 
Accomplished Fact 
Peter J. Schaefer Continues as 
President 


Secretary To Be Named by A. 
E. A. Directors 


Chicago, Sept. 7.—A united motion 
picture industry, long considered the 
dream of the idealist, is now an ac- 
complished fact, and if the plans 
evolved Tuesday night, Sept. 3, 1918, 
are carried thru and strictly adhered 
to the Motion Picture Industry has 
made a forward stride that should 
prove of incalculable advantage to 
every branch of the business and to 
the public at large. 

The second annual (and what will 
in all probability prove to be the last) 
convention of the American Exhib- 
itors’ Association was called to order 
Tuesday afternoon, Sept. 3, at the 
Sherman House, Chicago, by Frank 
Rembusch, executive secretary. In a 


few brief words Mr. Rembusch ex- 
Plained the purpose of the meeting 
and then introduced Sam Atkinson, 


platform manager, who welcomed the 
delegates and visitors, but told them 
that because of their tardiness in con- 
vening Governor Frank O. Lowden 
of Illinois, who. had been requested to 
address them, could not wait, as he 
had other engagements. 


The meeting was then turned over 
to Wm. A. Brady, who made an im- 
passioned appeal to those present to 
get together and, forgetting past 
differences, petty jealousies and 
charges and countercharges, organize 
into one big national body for the 
good of the country and the wel- 
fare of the business. Mr. Brady did 
not mince words, but expressed him- 
Self plainly and forcefully, leaving no 
doubt in the minds of his hearers as 
to his stand on the question of amal- 
famation of the various moving pic- 
ture organizations. He stated that he 
Was not here to implore or beg, as he 
had at a previous meeting, but that 
as the representative of the United 
States Government he was here to de- 
mand a united industry working for 
the best interests of the country. 

Following the adjournment of the 
Tresday afternoon meeting doubt was 
openly expressed as to the final out-

Charges Against Editor of Ly- 
ceum World To Be Heard 


Proposed To Change Constitu- 
tion of Organization 


Interesting Program Arranged 
for Week of September 15 


Chicago, Sept. 9—The Sixteenth An- 
nual Convention of the International 
Lyceum Association, which will be held 
at the Hotel La Salle September 15 to 
20, inclusive, really starts its general 
activities Saturday, September 14, when 
a reception will be held at the La Salle 
for the purpose of a general get-to- 
gether and renewal of friendships. 


One of the main features to come be- 
fore the convention is the case of 
Arthur E. Gringle, editor of The Ly- 
ceum World, who has been suspended 
by the unanimous vote of the Executive 
Committee. He is summoned to ap- 
pear before the Executive Committee 
at 11 o’clock Saturday morning. 

The charges against him are stated 
in the letter written to him by Monta- 
ville Flowers, president of the L L. A., 
as follows: 


March 28, 1918. 
Arthur E. Gringle, 
Batesville, Ind. 


Dear Mr. Gringle—It is my painful 
duty to notify you that by the unani- 
mous action of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the International Lyceum Asso- 
ciation of America you are suspended 
from membership in that association 
because of your un-American, unpa- 
triotic and apparently treasonable at- 
titude in the war, as revealed in your 
statements in your magazine of Sep- 
tember and November, 1917. 


Your views and your position are 
wholly opposed to the spirit of this 
association, which has resolved itself 
into a united force to support Presi- 
dent Wilson and his administration in 
an effort to win ths war. We regard 
your spirit as pro-Cerman, ugly and 
offensive to the ideas and purposes of 
our association, requiring your sus- 
pension and expulsion from member- 
ship and your condemnation before the 
American people. 

According to the constitution your 
trial for expulsion will be held at the 
next meeting of this association in 
September, 1918. The exact date of

: tions that by this sacrifice the freedom 
of our country may be maintained, 
thus making it possible for those who 
are left behind in the profession to 
live in ease and comfort,” as set forth 
in Mr. Arliss’ proposition.

New York, Sept. 7.—The usually se- 
date judicial investigation in the finan- 
cial affairs of the White Rats Actors’ 
Union had a whole lot of pep and gin- 
ger injected into the proceedings yes- 
terday. Attorney Alvin Sapinsky at 
one point asked Harry Mountford a 
certain question, which caused Mount- 
ford to lose all of his composure and 
make a hot retort. 


At the commencement of the hear- 
ing Mountford produced before Referee 
Schuldenfrie several canceled checks 
from his private account, purporting 
to show that he had advanced, or 
loaned, to the White Rats Actors’ 
Union, various sums of money at dif- 
ferent times, “admitting” that the or- 
ganization in March, 1917, owed him 
$4,085. 


Much time was occupied by Mr. Sap- 
insky endeavoring to get an explana- 
tion from Mountford as to how two 
checks for $500 each could have been 
loans to the union, when on the same 
dates two amounts of $500 were de- 
posited to» meet them. 

Were not these two checks for $500 
merely exchanges?” asked Sapinsky. 

“No, sir; loans directly to the or- 
ganization.” 

“When you made these loans, 
you get any receipt for them?” 

Joseph J. Myers, attorney for the 
White Rats, objected to this question. 
In fact, Mr. Myers objected to nearly 
everything in sight. 

The objection was overruled by the 
MWReferee. 

“Yes, but all of the receipts were 
turned back for one note, which I 
hold.”

Where Poppies Bloom is clumsily written. 
Most of the first act was dialog, driving nowhere. 
It makes a cheap bid for applause by its propa- 
ganda aspect, which has little or no bearing 
on the play. However, it may prove effective 
from a patriotic standpoint and these defects, 
therefore, could be overlooked. 

Miss Rambeau appears as a young widow, a 
Red Cross nurse, who mourns a husband as dead 
while she loves a young French officer whom 
she has nursed to life. It develops, however, 
that the husband is not dead, but serving as a 
German spy within the French lines, 

There are conspicuous lapses of human feel- 
ing on the part of both the officer lover and the 
nurse—not so much in the things that are done 
as in the manner of their doing. 

The heroine has loved her husband deeply for 
himself and as the father of their child, but 
when she Gnds he is disloyal to France she 
turns him over to her lover to be shot without 
so much as the semblance of a struggle. 

Miss Rambeau was charming in her fashion- 
able widow’s mourning. Her long sustained 
speeches were forcefully delivered, but lacked 
distinction and somehow failed to move the audi- 
ence. The actress was not altogether happy in 
the role. 

(Pedro de Cordoba was a melancholy lover. 

Lewis Stone made a good spy. 

(Percy Knight carried off the acting honors of 
the comedy scenes much to the delight of the 
audience. 

The three acts pass in the main hall of the

of little enough account in their time, but the 
habit is being formed under conditions that will 
make it almost unbreakable in the years to 
come. Tor the enlisted man’s only reminder of 
the life be has temporarily left behind is in 
the nightly movie show. And many a movie 
goddess who is fast becoming obsolete in New 
York or dos Angeles still means home and 
sweetheart to tens of thousands of temporary 
exiles In Northern Georgia, And those of them 
who come fom the district that is so thinly 
populated that hitherto it bas been unable to 
support a moving picture theater—the statistics 
showing that these are almost in the majority 
—will eventually be returned to civil life with 
a babit which like so many others must be ad- 
ministered to to keep the patient going. The 
business instinets of those in power in the movie 
world should suggest that every means at hand 
should be taken to grasp this opportunity of ex- 
tending their future business and turning it to 
thelr best advantage. A demand for moving 
pictures fostered in rural districts means that 
the big city will be relieved of no small part 
of the burden of paying for the picture’s manu- 
facture.

New York, Sept. 7.—Among the many changes 
wrought by the present war is the locating 
in New York of the Pace & Handy Music Co., 
formerly of Memphis, Tenn., the originators and 
world’s biggest publishers of the famous “‘blues’’ 
music, which is sung and played in every thea- 
ter, cabaret and dance ball in the country. W. 
©, Hands, composer of the famous Memphis, 
St. Louis. Jogo, Beale Street and many other 
“blues,” originator of the “‘blues’’ style of 
music, was the leader of the famous Handy’s 
Band of Memphis, renowned as the greatest in- 
¢erpreters of the unique style of music which 
Mr. Hand: originated. Either thru the draft 
or thro voluntary enlistment practically everr 
man of the band, including CC. f. Handy. man- 
ager of the publishing department, war taken 
by Unele Sam. Even the most of them are now 
in France letters are being received continually 
from former members of the band, telling of the 
enthusiasm with whieh the ‘‘blues” are being 
accepted by not only the Americans, but by 
other nationalities over there.

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HE announcement of a $2,000,000 
chautauqua amalgamation deal 
has certainly set many to talk- 

ing and some to thinking. There are 
many who see a change to better con- 
ditions for all concerned, and there 
are some who see the pitfalls in this 
scheme. 

The theory advanced by some, 
which seems to sound well, is that 
there are many wastes which could be 
eliminated if all were directed by one 
head. No doubt there are a number of 
people who are drawing bigger sal- 
aries in this business than they could 
possibly draw in any other line. There 
are some barnacles who are pulling 
down big salaries for doing the work 
that an ordinary $20 a week stenog- 
rapher could do and still they are get- 
ting an expert's salary. Why? That 
is another mystery. 

The Billboard believes that the time 
has come when there should be more 
mutuality in the dealings of all. What 
right has a bureau to ask from fifty to 
one hundred business men to stop their 
own activity and close their stores, 
offices and shops while the chautau- 
qua is in town and then to guarantee 
the management against loss when 
said management is unable or unwill- 
ing to make any financial statement 
whatever of the annual business con- 
ducted in this mutual way? Even 
Sears, Roebuck & Company make a 
financial statement. But who ever saw 
a public statement of any chautauqua 
system? 

Our advice to local chautauaqua com- 
mitteemen is that vou press the first 
agent that comes to town soliciting 
your business and get from him a 
written or printed statement of the 


business done by his bureau, the 
salaries paid to the president, vice- 
president, secretary, treasurer ani 


general manager of said bureau. These 
questions may throw a lot of light on 
matters that may mean many. dollars 
to you and more dollars to vour com- 
munity. It may mean much better 
talent for your program. We will be 
glad to have you keep us posted on 
the information you receive in this 
way. We will be glad to be of service 
to all interested in this movement. We 
believe we can even better bureau con- 
ditions by a little of this sane publicity 
which has been demonstrated and pro- 
claimed by no less an authority than 
President Wilson himself as the 
greatest curative force in the world. 

There is much growing interest in 
the proposed amalgamation of all ly- 
ceum and chautauqua interests as first 
told in The Billboard of last week. 
What is back of all of this? How will 
this affect the small interests? How 
will this affect the talent? Why do 
they want to combine? These and a 
thousand other questions are answered 
only to raise more interest and other 
questions. 

What is back of this attempt to 
amalgamate? ‘These are, of course. 
only speculations as yet, as even the 
promoters are more or less at sea 
and will be until they can find a com- 
mon ground upon which to get to- 
gether. There seems to be a general 
understanding among many that the

HE Pennsylvania Chautauqua Sys- 
tem has been organized on the

tion, entertainment and co-operation. 
There is no desire to make money 
from the project. No salaries are paid 
to the officers and promoters of this 
association. It’s a sort of general wel- 
fare system. So far no one has gone 
hungry while working for the Swarth- 
more System. There are many evi- 
dences that these astute directors have 
builded better than they knew. 

At the beginning of the season we 
wondered why so many of the various 
managers had so suddenly discovered 
that it is the part of wisdom to cease 
to flaunt the big banners across the 
streets announcing this, that or the 
other circuit, some even going so far 
as to eliminate themselves entirely, as 


Keith Vawter did with his Evening 
Star outfit. 
Contrast with this the bold an- 


nouncement of the Pennsylvania as- 
sociation with the pictures of each of 
its board of managers: Paul M. 
Pearson, professor Swarthmore Col- 
lege, director: William Bradway, vice- 
president Logan Trust Co., of Phila- 
delphia; ‘E. Pusep Passmore, Governor 
Federal Keserve Bank, Philadelphia:

ASSOCIATION,” a sort of No 
Land concern. 

The front cover was a “CARRY ON” 
appeal with a soldier going to war 
while the grandparents went to the 
chautauqua, where the children had 
gone. And this was the one bold 
management which dared to feature 
the “system” which for years all have 
pleaded with talent to help build up. 
Such a pruning down of the ego hag 
never before hit the chautauqua move- 
ment as was witnessed by the program 
announcements of all the various gsys- 
tems this year. Why? Maybe-we are 
getting some light. 


Man’s 


HY are the managers so anxious 
to incorporate the Pennsylvania 
plan into their proposed AMAL- 

GAMATION scheme? Can it be that 
the following copied from The Lyceum 
Magazine throws some light on this 
subject? 

“The chautauquas are prospering, 
despite the increased expenses, and re- 
contracting for next year. Many cheer- 


ful reports reach us and few dis- 
couraging ones. 
“Circuit chautauquas are paying 


the war tax. So far as we know only 


_ one system was exempted from the ten 


per cent admission on tax. The ofti- 
cials exempted the Pennsylvania Chan- 
tauquas because of this system’s dif- 
ferent plan of organization. This ex- 
emption at first disturbed things in the 
East where the Pennsylvania system 
visited towns in sections where there 
were towns visited by the other sys- 
tem paying the tax. The Pennsylvania 
system towns made much advertising 
that they paid no tax, and this 
created confusion and turmoil in the 
other towns paying the tax. 

“Finally Dr. Paul M. Pearson, the 
director of the Pennsylvania system. 
did much to smooth the waters by re- 
questing his forces not to advertise 
their exemption, and to ask commit- 
tees not to do it. He explained that it 
was making the work of his friends, 
the other systems, harder.” 

We would hate to think that the 
chantauqua is dodging its just taxes. 
We are such Jeffersonian Democratic 
sticklers for “Equal rights for all and 
special privileges to none” that we 
would hate to think that this move- 
ment would ask favors. 


HERE is another angle to this 
which is being talked in whis- 
pered circles. It is the one which 
grows out of the Government tax. 


which has heen for some four years 
now on the statute books, taxing con- 
certs and entertainments $10 per each 
State visited. The bureaus have fought 
this and even claimed that it was the 
intention of the lawmakers to exempt 
chautauquas from this tax. There 
have been many lyceum and chautau- 
qua quibblings over this and tinally the 
managers backed Harry P. Harrison. 
of the Redpath Bureau, who made a 
test case, as reported (again exclusive- 
1.) in The Billboard, and carried it to 
the Supreme Court, where the decision 
of the lower court was promptly sus- 
tained. We have written about this 
matter before and have pointed out 
that these are the sort of things that 
we should discuss at the I. L. A., only 
to find there are more people inter- 
ested in the social hour, the petty 
functions, than they are the funda- 
mentals which mean so much to all. 

Even at the cost of repeating the 
boredom we,are going to republish 
what we have said before on this mat- 
ter. 

The U. S. Internal Revenue Collect- 
or, John L. Pickering, of Springtield. 
Tll., swooped down upon the big lyce- 
um and musical course which Harry 
P. Harrison of the Redpath-Harrison 
Bureau was conducting in various 
c'ties and towns and asked for a regu- 
lation Government tax just as tho this 
Redpath course was a circus or a the- 
atricalcompany. The tax was paid, un- 
der protest, and then a suit was started 
to recover the money. 

United States Attorney E. C. Knotts 
took up the case on behalf of the col- 
lector. The case went thru the dis- 
trict court, was appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court. The courts de- 
cided that the Internal Revenue Col- 
lector was right in collecting the tax 

Now it appears that = Attornes 
iXnotts, whose headquarters are at 
Springfield, has been very busy of late 
with a number of lyceum and chau- 
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tauqua cases, which he has pushed 
with vigor in his efforts to collect the 
regular amusement tax, which he 
claimed covers these certain activities. 
The United States Supreme Court has 
recently affirmed the decision of the 
late Judge Otis Humphrey, holding 
that the Redpath Lyceum Bureau of 
Chicago is liable for the war tax due 
upon a series of entertainments given 
at the State capital under the auspi- 
ces of the Springfield Ministerial As- 
sociation. The decision draws a sharp 
distinction between charitable and re- 
ligious organizations which pay all the 
expenses, engage the performers and 
devote all the profits of the affair to 
the purpose of the organization and 
those which absorb the profits and 
pay the local organization only 
a small portion of the pofits to be ap- 
plied to the charitable objects in view. 
The decision shows that the court held 
that such entertainments are given in 
fact for the benefit of the bureau and 
that the local organizations are merely 
an agency employed to assist in se- 
curing the attendance and selling the 
tickets. This view was held by Judge 
Humphrey, and was followed by the 
U. S. S. Court. 


This decision, of course, not only 
means that the taxes on that particu- 
lar course must be paid, but that with 
it all other courses upon which taxes 
had not been paid. More than that 
it meant that all other bureaus which 
had done a similar business had been 
caught in the decision and were there- 
by put in the position that they were 
withholding the Government’s money, 
which, according to the laws of our 
land, had been decreed should go into 
the public treasury. 


This is not a very desirable spot in 
the limelight for our chautauqua peo- 
ple to occupy, especially since we have 
told and retold the world and told it 
over again that we are an integral 
part of the national defense. The 
stories of back taxes which are being 
juggled around from manager to man- 
ager and then tossed off to the news 
hounds make some of the various 
bureaus so=deeply in debt for back 
taxes that it would seem that it will 
take a Rufus Wallingford to extricate 
them from their plight or brand them 
as derelicts and defrauders at the very 
hour that our country calls loudest for 
men and patriots. One manager is 
Said to owe $80,000 back taxes as the 
case now stands. 


E have said that Paul M. Pear- 
son builded better than he 
knew, for don’t forget that 

Paul's Pennsylvania Association has 
been exempted from all of this vexa- 
tion of spirit and drain upon the re- 
Sources of his business. Some of his 
former bitterest enemies are now sip- 
Ding the honeyed words which fall 
from his lips as he tells how he did 
it down in Pennsylvania. We wouldn't 
be surprised if some one should pro- 
/ 


ing Paul for his wisdom and foresight. 
Can it be that this then is what is back 
of this proposition to amalgamate all 
the various lyceum and chautauqua 
races? All of which brings up a 
further revelation. For years our 
managers have told, with tears in 
their voices, how they were sacrificing 
their young lives for the good of hu- 
manity and doing it at an annual loss 
of thousands of good, hard dollars. 
even eating up their savings, which, 
as frugal pastors of some self-denying 
little flock, they had laid away for a 
rainy day, or to use in just such an 
emergency as the one which then con- 
fronted them. More tears. Ah, yes. 
How they walked the cold. cruel 
streets of Chicago wondering where 
the next dime would come from. More 
tears and then let us quit the sad scenes 
by singing one verse of Blessed 
Be the Tie That Binds, after which 
the collection will be lifted. Selah. 
Scene shifter, pull up the old Ten 
Nights in a Barroom kitchen drop and 
let us have the Yukon River and a *49 
camp of gold diggers, who, like ‘bees, 
coming from the mountains heavy 
laden with the makings of life’s sweet- 
est honey, give a better atmosphere 
for our drama. There are stories

Already we see the managers with 
their amendments to the I. L A. 
constitution arranging to put a stran-

The kindly feeler has been put out 
asking why not put a bureau manager 
in ag president?

The plans as we understand them 
are to have the vatious bureau offices 
conducted as a trust. We have only 
one suggestion as to that. If this busi- 
ness is a vital part of the public de- 
fense then why not turn it all over to 
the Government to be used as a Gov- 
ernmental function? William Jen- 
ninge Bryan has said: “Next to the 
newspapers the chautauquas are doing 
more than other agencies to bring be- 
fore the people the Government war 
work and its appeal for united sup- 
port along its many lines of activity.” 

Why not then turn this all over to 
the Government to be run for the wel- 
fare of the country and not for the

him there all summer, 


This was all the more strange when 
the fact is known that this same edi- 
tor, Arthur E. Gringle, was at that 
very time under suspension of mem- 
bership in the International Lyceum 
Association for his pro-German utter- 
ances and editorials. One of the real- 
ly exciting things promised for the I. 
L. A. meeting at this time has been 
the trial of this chautauqua speaker. 
But more of that anon. 


HY dves a chautauqua have so 
much power to influence the 
thought of a community? It's 

a community institution and it carries 
With it all the weight that community 
action can give.

Juvenile Chautauqua Activities—A Story of Play 
Time and Practical Business That 
Reads Like a Fairy Tale 


One of the really wonderful parts 
of the various chautauqua systems 
which hag been so effectively worked 
out is the children’s part of the pro- 
gram. It is the justifiable boast of all 
the chautauquas that they have a uni- 
versal appeal for all classes and all 
ages, but there are naturally none who 
are so interested in the canvas tented 
temple as are the children. The chau- 
tauquas have tried various means of 
attracting the youth of the country, 
but nothing has the power to please 
like the word CIRCUS, Circus Time 
in Fairyland tells a lot and makes old 
hearts young in the very process of 
the telling. 

At Springtield, O., the photographer 
caught a snapshot of a crowd, esti- 
mated at 2,000 children, who attended 
each session of the chautauqua which 
had been arranged for their special 
interest and was what we know as 
the morning hour. It’s no little task 
to start two thousand children at nine 
o’clock in the morning and entertain 
them in such a reyval way that “mam- 
ma’s angel child’ will not be utterly 
ruined by the behavior of our neigh- 
bors’ “brats.”” But the young ladies 
specially trained in the art of enter- 
taining and amusing young America 
are really equal to the demands, 

There are from three to twenty 
morning sessions at each chautauqua 
in which these fairyland capers are 
cut by the little ones, and as there 
are something like 6,000 chautauquas 
this gives us some idea of the magni- 
tude of the work which is done an- 
nually in this line. 

We wish to quote from just one of 
the many circuit system programs 
which this season have been distrib- 
uted by the million over this country. 
It is the Vawter announcement and is 
headed: 

Oh, Kiddies, Kiddies, Just Look Here! 

“We have got it now. Say, do you 
know that we have it all fixed up for 
you youngsters to put on a circus per- 
formance night under the big chau- 
tauqua tent? 

“Well, we have. And it isn’t going 

to be a make-believe circus either. 
It will be a real one, with plenty of 
the funniest wild animals you ever 
saw. 
“You kiddies are going to have the 
fun of making most of the wild ani- 
mals, and of training them, too. The 
play supervisor will teach you how. 
There will be lions, giraffes, ostriches, 
gooks, monkeys and all sorts of ani- 
mals, big and little. 

“The most elaborate, elastic, en- 
thralling, engaging, engrossing, enter- 
taining, enterprising and enthusing in- 
stitution ever inaugurated. Such a 
lot of fun for the boys and girls never 
was before anywhere. 

“It will take near a week of joyful 
work and play to get the menagerie 
and circus ready. Then you will put 
it on under the big tent. 

“Ringmaster, clowns, acrobats, per- 
forming animals, specialty artists, all 
fixed up circus fashion, will do their 
stunts. Oh, it will be piles of fun. 

“It’s a scream. It’s a dream. It’s 
a whirlwind team. Every boy and girl 
for miles around will want to help 
build and put on this circus and make 
it a great big success.” 

It doesn’t take a very great stretch 
of the imagination to see the art of 
manual training playing a very im- 
portant part in all of this pretentious 
plan to engage the youth of the entire 
community in what looks like circus 
life. 

What would the church have been 
if it were not for the Sunday school 
as a feeder? <A wise banker recently 


said: “Give me the children who de- 
posit their pennies today and I will 
have the big builders, borrowers and 
patrons of tomorrow.” 

There is a greater future for this 
line of activity than has ever been re- 
alized even by its own best friends. 
Commercial interests should study the 
possibilities of the future in this plan 
of organizing the play of young 
America. 

A WORD TO CHILD WORKERS

We, in the good old United States, 
are not the only ones who are awake 
to the benefits of educating the youth 
thru their toys. A short time ago, 
while on a visit in Canada, we learned 
much from them as to what they are 
doing to capture the toy trade from 
our mutual enemies. The following 
facts are about the toy works at Bea-

verton, Ontario, where they have set 
out to manufacture durable playthings 
for their children and their children’s 
children. Beaverton is the place 
where this work is being carried on, 
and we are certain that the following 
reasons for the work that they are do- 
ing will appeal to the thousands of 
chautauqua workers who have the 
juvenile activities in,charge. We will 
allow William Wildman, superintend- 
eent of the Beaverton concern, to ex- 
plain the objects and purposes of that 
growing plant. Hle said: 

“Wherever the maple leaf grows it 
shows the virility of the people and 
we are going to make toys right here 
by the Beaver River that are good and 
strong like the people, toys that are 
going to develop our kiddies in the 
best way. 

“Did it ever strike you?” he quese 
tioned, “‘that a poorly-made toy that 
won't work, and that comes to pieces 
right away, and that isn’t worth mend- 
ing, is just the worst sort of education 
a boy or girl can have? If they get 
the idea that anything is good enough 
with their toys they’ll have a hard time 
in after life learning that good enough 
won't do. Then, too, a poor toy, 
easily destroyed, teaches them waste- 
fulness at the very outset. Look here” 
—the manager took up a condemned 
toy, the remains of a less thoro-going 
regime, and set out for a run across 
the floor, but the jockey fell on his 
nose and a pin fell out of one wheel 
and the whole contraption collapsed 
ignominiously—*“wouldn’t any self-re- 
specting boy feel contempt for the per- 
son who would give him a lame horse 
like that?” 


TOYLAND’S BOUNDLESS FIELDS 

Toys, it was explained to us, are the 
greatest aids in developing a child's 
senses, so the Beaverton toy men are 
employing artists to make original 
models, and are always looking for 
new designs. 

“The shabby, tawdry, foreign-made 
toys were an insult to Canadian chil- 
dren,” they say. “We are going to 
have no ugly toys, no freak toys, but 
we are trying to make our toys give 
the child a love of beauty in form and 
color. We are making banks to teach 
the children thrift, and we feel that 
we are making thrift attractive when 
we give him this fine dog to put his 
money in’—the particular dog bank 
indicated being a sturdy, gold St. Ber- 
nard, himself a subtle instiller of the 
saving spirit. 


BACK TO THE LAND 

Chief among an array of samples 
so alluring that the grownups could 
hardly resist the temptation to sit 
down and play with them, there stood 
a little plough, scarlet as to woodwork, 
steel-gleaming as to share.

enough to turn up the land, for sow- 
ing a desire for farm life in a child’s 
heart?” said one of the visitors with 
delight, and in response was told that 
other farm implements are to be de- 
signed and put on the market. 

“Often we get hints from children,” 
said Mr. Wildman. “For instance, we 
painted a smoothing iron all over and 
a little girl said she didn’t want it, she 
wanted ‘a real iron, with no paint on 
the bottom.’ It was from a small boy 
who said of a broken engine, ‘I want 
to make it go again,’ that we 
got the idea firmly fixed in our mind 
that we must make toys that are worth 
repairing.” 

Mr. Wildman took us over the works 
to show us the rumbling of the metal 
toys to make the suriace perfectly 
smooth so they will take the paint, 
into huge vats of which the toys are 
dipped by an enthusiast in his line of 
work, an Englishman, Mr. Inge, who 
believes that nothing is good but the 
best, and as we moved from place to 
place we heard all about the “bell” 
toys, which must be true musically, so 
as to develop, correctly, a child’s ear 
for sound; the toys of motion, which 
stimulate him physically, and the me- 
chanical toys, which develop co-ordi- 
nate thought. 

“There’s a limitless future for the 
toy industry in this country now that 
we are beginning to wrest it from the 
hands of the Germans, and our works 
here in Beaverton are destined to grow 
vastly.” 

Inquiring as to the causes that led 
to the establishment of the toy indus- 
try in Beaverton, one found that its 
foundation was due to the patriotic 
and public spirit of one man, A. C. 
Mackenzie, who wished to spend his 
millions in helping his country cap- 
ture a German monopoly, and, at the 
same time, prevent the exploitation of 
the trade by those not in sympathy 
with the highest Canadian ideals. His 
choice of Beaverton as the scene of 
operations was decided not only by 
love for the village he calls home, but 
by its suitability. 

THE KIDDIE KARS 

We are more or less familiar with 
the story of the Kiddie Kars. We have 
been told how it grew from a toy 
which a carpenter made for his own 
boy to a village need, then a national 
necessity. We are a utilitarian peo- 
ple. We want things that will work. 
The toys that we must make from 
now on must be built for use and 


_ service. We must not allow Canada 


to outdistance us in this great purpose 
to utilize the great possibilities of 
molding the minds and habits of our 
children thru the toys which are 
theirs. 

A WORD TO CHILD WORKERS 


It is really significant when we come 
analyze the fact that Chicago is fast 


Two thousand chil- 


becoming the Toy Shop of America, as 
it has been for some time the school 
where most of the lyceum and chau- 
tauqua child workers are educated. We 
wish to impress upon ‘these schools 
this greatest fact that from now on 
we must not be content to simply tell 
Mother Goose Stories for the sole pur- 
pose of entertaining the little ones. We 
must be educators and character build- 
ers. We are making great headway 
towards vocational training, and this 
makes it all the more imperative that 
we study the possibilities of educating 
the youth thru play for better citizen- 
ship, for more useful work as a mem- 
ber of society, and last, but not least, 
so ag to be better able to earn a living. 

We wish to again repeat what we 
have said before along this line. There 
is a greater call than ever for educa- 
tors who can put pleasure into the 
curriculums, make labor as cultural as 
it is now necessary. The late Prof. 
Charles R. Henderson was looked upon 
as one of the greatest sociologists of 
this country—which means the world 
—and he set forth the value of play 
as a function of life and as a part of 
society’s duty in these words: 

“It is the function of play to re- 
hearse all possible roles in the drama 
of adult life, to practice all possible 
modes of action, to work out all use- 
less instincts, to ‘let the ape die,’ and 
to utilize all desirable impulses toward 
wholesome conduct. Play i# the mode 
in which the delight to work is learned 
and all powers of body and mind be- 
come servants of will and reason. Rec- 
reation in adult life is redemption from 
the willing monotony of modern spe- 
cialized industry, which in itseif and 
alone tends to make men monsters 
Play, being essentially educational in 
its social purpose, should be under the 
direction and control of the recog- 
nized educational authorities of the 
city, county and State. It is not 
enough to have playgrounds about the 
schools and attached to them, and to 
have others which have no definite so- 
cial purpose; we need one unified sys- 
tem in which play shall have a clearly 
recognized place as an essential fac- 
tor in the development of citizens, be- 
ginning with children and youth.”

The way to inspire any one is to 
show how others have succeeded in 
the same line of work. That is a rule 
in all realms of life. It’s a business 
proposition which all business men 
recognize and utilize. That is why we 
believe in giving the facts about any 
and all chautauquas and not merely 
publishing the claims of interested 
parties or the assertions of those whe 
rely on keeping the truth under cover.

Walhalla is a town of 700 popula- 
tion located in the northeast corner of 
the State, five miles from the Canadian 
line. It is on the Great Northern Rail- 
Toad, and loeated amidst the most 
fertile part of North Dakota. (For 
grain and potatoes we hold the rec- 
ord.) Its residence sections are ideal, 
and its mercantile establishments 
would do credit to metropolitan cities. 

The Walhalla Chautauqua has be- 
come universally recognized as one of 
the largest independent chatauquas in 
the Northwest. Closed its fifth as- 
sembly July 9, with the largest surplus 
of any of its former years (or of any 
chautauqua). After paying all ex- 
penses, amounting to $7,134.50, the as- 
sociation had a net surplus for the 
season of $4,637.35, which they used 
to pay a balance on the handsome 
auditorium and other improvements. 

Mr. Bryan lectured to the largest 
crowd in his twenty-three years on 
the platform and received the largest 
check he has had for one lecture dur- 
ing that time. His percentage was 
$1,333.35 for July 4. Eleven thousand 
people were on the grounds, and 3,200 
autos. The Walhalla Band was on the 
grounds the entire ten days and the 
Mountain Band July 4. 

One of the finest auditoriums in the 
State was built this year at a cost of 
$5,500, which has been paid for from 
profits outside of $2,300,for which they 
sold preferred stock bearing interest 
at eight per cent. In the five years 
the association has made improve- 
ments on the grounds with buildings, 
roads, dams, electric lights, etc., to the 
amount of $10,000. 

This association, which, by the way, 
is an incorporated body, with $10,000 
worth of stock paid up and paying

eight per cent dividends, with property 
now worth much in excess of $10,000, 
is officered by the following splendid 
public spirited men: <A. D. Knutson, 
president; A. Fraser, vice-president; 
A. C. Wagner, secretary; W. D. Best, 
treasurer. e 

This success is possible for any little 
town if a number of persons with com: 
munity spirit and community welfare 
at heart are willing to donate their 
time and labor in the interest of the 
entire community for the sole pur- 
pose of giving the greatest good to the 
greatest number. Its maintenance re- 
quires the free labor and co-operation 
just as it is required in the church and 
the school. 

On these principles is the Walhaila 
Chautauqua maintained, Each Mon- 
day, for six weeks before chatauqua, 
is set aside for park work. Every 
farmer in the community gives a day 
with man and team for park work— 
there are as many farmers on the list 
of directors as there are town people. 

The chautauqua was organized to 
meet the need for an institution that 
could bring directly to the people the 
outside world of thought and inspira- 
tion and of clever, clean entertain- 
ment. The Walhalla Chautauqua is 
still under the management of prac- 
tically the same business and profes- 
sional men by whom it was organized,

on” has been cut, the stockholders 
without exception having given of 
their time and means to assure the 


perpetuity of the institution, turning 
back into the treasury all monetary 
profits to be expended in further im- 
provements, : 

At the first assembly in 1914 they 
had eight families camping on the 
grounds, in 1915 they had thirty-seven, 
families, and in 1916 there were 
ninety-seven families with a popula- 
tion of 712 people. The 1917 assembly 
was the banner year, with 130 tents, 
with a population of 900 people. This 
year more than 1,000 people were at 
times tented on the grounds. 

The following is from their own 
literature: 

“A survey of the program booklet, 
of which 8,000 were sent out, covering 
three counties, should convince any 
one that an opportunity is offered 
to see and hear the best that the chau- 
tauqua platform has to choose from.

pended for their enjoyment and uplift.

Lessons Learned From the Life and 
Deeds of the Great Showman 


There has been a strenuous effort to 
show that the lyceum has been favored 
by having some of the world’s great- 
est characters as among its early stars, 
among these P. T. Barnum, the great 
showman. We have seen press ma- 
terial of general interest, widely cir- 
culated and much printed, which has 
more or less featured “Phineas” as 
one of our own because he lectured 
on a great number of Y. M. C. A, and 
lyceum courses on The Art of Making 
Money, illustrating it by collecting $50 
for his fee. 

We believe that right now it would 
pay each manager in the chautauqua 
business to study the life of P. T. Bar- 
num. Study the magnificent story of 
how he handled Jenny Lind, the worid- 
famous singer. Compare Barnum’s 
method with some of the things that 
are being done today. How many man- 
agers would do what he did in that 
celebrated case? 

Mr. Barnum sent a man to London 
with power to contract for the Swedish 
nightingale, and here is what that 
agent did. He contracted to pay al! 
expenses of the tour, pay for two cele- 
brated assisting artists—not cheap 
ones—pay for two maids to travei 
with the singer, put $280,000 in the 
Bank of England subject to her orders 
before she should step on the boat for 
this country. When she landed in

HE Co-Operative Chautauqua Ase- 
sociation reports that its patri- 
otic programs this year brought 

the largest attendance, largest sale 
of season tickets for the present 
vear, and subscribed tickets for next 
year, they have had in a number of 
seasons past. The increased cost of 
railroad and baggage was a hardship, 
but the chautauquas themselves were 
very encouraging because of greater 
patronage and enthusiasm. People 
that questioned whether the chautau- 
quas should be conducted during the 
war were thoroly converted to the 
idea that they are really patriotic 
rallies. This accounts for an unusu- 
ally large sale of season tickets for 
next vear.

The duty is 
incumbent upon us to play our best 
part. Our music will cheer, hearten 
and relieve the stress, and war speak- 
ers will inspire to greater sacrifice. 
which is real patriotism. The chau- 
tauqua will this year render its great- 
est service.” 


A’ the time of the Washington con- 
ference the “Co-Ops” had but 
one contract with a lecturer, so 
were free to secure war speakers. The 
first one secured was Pat O’Brien, the 
aviator, who has had more interesting 
and thrilling experiences than any 
other one man. He proved a great 
drawing card and a satisfying speaker. 
The Minister from Belgium was 
asked to furnish a speaker and he se- 
cured the Consul General from Bel- 
gium to the United States, M. Albert 
Moulaert, who proved a genuine states- 
man and a strong speaker on Th: 
Spirit of Belgium. It was interesting 
to have a high representative of a 
country visit the towns 
and speak. Special receptions were 
given him. 

Mr. Lester, of the National Red 
Cross, was asked to furnish an of- 
ficial from that body; two were given. 
Frank Hall Roy, an American from 
Boston, who first served with the 
Canadian Army and afterwards with 
ours, was one, and the other was Capt. 
Ingram, who was four vears with the 
English Army on various fronts and 
had been on a torpedoed ship. 

The Y. W. C. A. furnished Dr. Cecile 
Greil, who was on the Anconia when

it was torpedoed and was the Govern- 
ment’s chief witness in this case, 
which was the final cause of our de- 
claring war on Germany. She also or- 
ganized the Red Cross in Italy. She 
told of the war work of the Y. W. C.

She is a very brilliant speak- 
er. The Y. W. C. A. also furnished 
Florence Brown, a cousin of Mrs.

Bishop William F. Oldham, of 
Buenos Ayres, South America, told of 
South America and the world war and 
and was very strong. 

Private Archibald Munro told of 
eighteen months in Alton Grobro pris- 
on, outside Berlin. It was a gripping 
story. Major Piper Covelle, of the

teresting. 

Lieut. R. Renard, of the French 
High Commission, gave a statesman’s 
address, and Lieutenant Viollini, of 
the Italian Army, gave pictures and 
told of the Alpine fighting.

America he met her and told her that 
he wanted to change her contract, that 
the tour promised to be so much great- 
er than he had expected that he didn’t 
feel that it was right for him to hold 
her to her contract. Seventy-seven 
thousand dollars extra was paid to the 
sweet singer at the end of her fiftieth 
concert. 

Each artist on the platform should 
read there also the way that Jenny 
Lind acted as her popularity increased 
and the golden shekels poured into 
the box-office at each recital. Study 
the way she acted when her worst 
enemies, her foo] friends, poured tales 
of treason into her ears and advised 
her to break her contract and go it 
alone. Compare her acts with what 
the late Major J. B. Pond described 
as a picture of Rev. T. Dewitt Talmage 
when the sight of money and the 
huzzas of the crowds in London turned 
his head and caused him to make a 
new contract daily, only finally to more 
or less fizzle on his tour. See Major 
Pond’s The Eccentricities of Genius. 

We now know that seventy-five per 
cent of an artist’s success depends on 
what he or she does off the platform 
and only twenty-five per cent on what 
is done while before the footlights in 
the glare of the acetylene flame or in 
the shadow of the kerosene flicker. We 
think we have discovered something 
new. But P. T. Parnum said that he 
would never have offered Jenny Lind 
her contract had it not been for her 
charitable disposition and her noble 
acts while off the stage. 

Then here is one other iesson that 
all might learn at this very minute. 
Jenny Lind said that there were other 
managers trying to persuade her to 
sign a contract for an American tour, 
and some of them offered her more 
money than Mr. Barnum offered her, 
but that she was so impressed with 
his letterhead that she felt that he 
must be all right. At that time he was 
at home at his wonderful mansion at 
Bridgeport, Conn., and he pictured his 
home just as he featured Tom Thumb, 
Jumbo, the Wild Man of Borneo and 
just as he featured the great singer, 
Jenny Lind. 


Pp. T. Barnum made Jumbo a great- 
er attraction than any other showman 
has ever been able to do with a herd 
of elephants. Compare some of P. T. 
Barnum’s advertising matter with the 
kind that is use’ in modern lyceum 
and chautauqua circles, then let us all 
bow our heads and blush. 

P. T. Barnum has been dead for a 
number of years, but his name is as 
much of a household word ag it was 
when he was with us in the flash. 
Compare his work with the great men 
of his day and see if he did not earn 
the solid niche in the hall of fame 
which he continues to occupy. Why? 

P. T. Barnum was one of the great- 
est educators who ever lived. He did 
more to break down popular fallacies 
than any other man of his day. He 
furnished a liberal education for the 
trouble of looking and then using the 
reason which must accompany all we 
gee, hear, feel, smell or taste if we 
would be aught but dupes and victims 
of superstition and credulity. 

It was his menagerie which made 
the Zoo a city necessity It was his

The 
things which he never said were 
stamped into the national mind as ax- 
ioms of the greatest showman on earth. 
But now after all these years great 
divines like Dr. Frank W. Gunsau- 
lus, of the People’s Church of Chicago, 
go literary slumming thru the dusty 
tomes of the past to hunt for evi- 
dences that he was once a platform 
speaker and a lyceum lecturer. Ly- 
ceum editors expatiate upon what has 
been dug up from some bibliographic 
junk pile, lyceum managers magnify 
his part of the work as an early friend 
of the movement. All of which lead. 
us to ask whether it is better to be 
thought a mountebank while one lives 
and have posterity proclaim one a 
hero and benefactor, or whether it is 
better to be thought an unselfish up- 
lifter while on earth and have poster- 
ity call— But why go into the game of 
fortune telling? That is another 
branch of the show business, while we 
are interested in the lyceum and 
chautauqua movement of today.

EST we are thought to be biased as 
to the merits of this great insti- 
tution let us study what a great 

Eastern paper has to say of the chau- 
tauqua as it is known where the peo- 
ple are served by the very system 
which it is now under discussion. We 
mean the Pennsylvania Association. 

The following is from an editorial 

which recently appeared in The Phila- 
delphia North American: 


“One considerable obstacle in the 
preparation of our people to play their 
full part in this struggle has been a 
lack of appreciation of its direct mean- 
ing and vast scope. In certain parts 
of the country apathy thus caused ac- 
tually has stood in the way of active 
co-operation. That is why the Gov- 
ernment itself and all whe sensed the 
significance of this conflict have 
sought in every way to educate the 
public and replace the indifference of 
ignorance with the determined spirit 
born of enlightenment. 


“What the newspapers and period- 
ical publications have done in this 
line is beyond computation. In addi- 
tign to this patriotic societies and 
countless other organizations have en- 
gaged in educational compaigns which 
have borne excellent fruit. The task 
is so large, however, that no single 
agency can successfully cope with it. 
It requires an approach thru every 
available channel. And because of this 
we feel that chautauqua this year has 
the rarest of opportunities for prov- 
ing itself a war-winning factor of large 
importance. 

“As readers of this newspaper well 
know The North «.merican always has 
supported this democratic institution. 
Before it was generally regarded as 
anything more than a source of enter- 
tainment we saw in it an admirable 
vehicle for the dissemination of high 
political and ethical ideals. Its very 
nature justified this view. A tent in 
itself may pass as a temple of democ- 
racy. It comes close to all classes of 
people and within its ample confines 
lines of separation seem to vanish. 
From the boyhood days of the oldest 
folk a tent in a town has meant a 
good time. And to combine a good 
time and good teachings may well be 
regarded as sort of educational tri- 
umph. 

“Since the institution of chautauqua 
aS a perennial feature in the eastern 
part of this country—and Pennsylvania 
has few better accomplishments to her 
credit—its beneficial influence has 
everywhere been noted. Long before 
the outbreak of the war it served as a 
public forum for the discussion of vital 
subjects too seldom or lightly consid- 
ered by the average person. 

“During the summers of 1915 and 
1916 it naturally took on a war flavor, 
and keen observers often have ree 
marked that it served as a valuable 
plow in the mental fields of average 

Americanism, turning over thought- 
soil and preparing it for the patriotic 
planting to come. This was especially 
true of chautauqua in the western cir- 
cuits, where it had grown to large 
proportions before transplantation in 
this part of the nation. And these 
same observers freely admit that its 
influence last summer had much to 
do with the upgrowth of loyalty and 
the scotching of perilous propaganda. 

“You can’t turn loose able, patriotic 
speakers, framed in good music and 
enjoyable entertainment without mak- 
ing a deep impression on the common 
mind. This fact undoubtedly was the 
prompting influence back of the Presi- 
dent’s message to the International 
Lyceum and Chautauqua Organization, 
in which he said: 

“The work that chautauqua is do- 
ing has not lost importance because of 
the war, but rather has gained new 
opportunities for service. Let me ex- 
press the hope that you will let no dis- 
couragement weaken your activities,

and that the people will not fail in 
support of a patriotic institution that 
may be said to be an integral part of 
the national defense.’ 

“In other words, the big tent thus 
is ranked with those small tents be- 
hind the battle lines, The big tent be- 
comes a service station on the home 
line—and to hold the home lines is 
just as necessary as to hold the lines 
against the Hun. 

“Some people, perhaps, may not yet 
appreciate in right measure the place 
and power of this institution peculiar 
to America. Such people, forget that 
battles are won as much by the spirit 
of those at home as by the daring 
deeds of those on the firing lines. And 
this spirit is based chiefly on accurate 
information and intelligent outlining of 
aims and purposes. Without such a 
spirit it would be a comparatively easy 
task for the Huns to honeycomb the 
nation with their pernicious doctrines 
and falsehoods. So, in a very real 
sense, chautauqua tents this year be- 
come training camps for national de- 
fense. 

“‘T am certain that if chautauqua 
had been established in Great Britain 
our preparation for war and the 
mobilization of the mind of the na- 
tion would have been greatly assisted,’ 
says Captain Leslie Vickers, of the Sea- 
forth Highlanders, who was invalided 
home after the Battle of Loos, where 
he was seriously wounded, and this 
summer is giving our chautauqua au- 
diences a close-range view of the great 
struggle. 

“Every one familiar with the slow 
awakening of England to the magni- 
tude and meaning of the war can ap- 
preciate such a statement. And those 
familiar with conditions in our own 
country, even as they exist today, are 
well aware that much rousing work 
still is needed, especially in some of 
the rural districts. 

“Those who may still regard chau- 
tauqua as mere entertainment will 
have a difficult time reconciling this 


view with the fact, amply proved, that 


almost without exception the most 
popular features of chautauqua week 
in every community are the solid lec- 
tures on timely subject given by men 
of ability and reputation. 

“‘Of course, the music always is 
popular,’ said Director Paul M. Pear- 
son to the writer recently, ‘and the 
plays and junior events catch and hold 
public faney. The - ally encouraging 
and inspiring fact, however, is the 
“standing room only” nature of nearly 
every audience that comes out to greet 
a serious speaker. And we find in 
dealing with local committees that they 
are more concerned with this phase 
of the program than with any other.’ 

“Today the people want to know as 
never before. Enlarged opportunities 
for keeping in touch with world events 
have whetted the public appetite for 
information and guidance upon which 
to base judgment. Today the means 
for coming together in good sized 
groups are more favorable than at any 
time in man’s history. The rural 
dweller no longer is remote. His mail 
is delivered to him at least once a day, 
and his automobile or the nearby 
trolley has released him from exile. 
All that remained to stir him mighti- 
ly in his quest for further knowledge 
was some such world interest as this 
war is providing. 

“He wants the whys and wherefores 
of what is going on. His human na- 
ture prompts a desire to get at these 
thru personal channels wherever pos- 
sible. And chautauqua is an ideal 
agency for the satisfaction of this 
mental hunger and thirst. 

“Tt is more than that. In times like 
these when stress and strain are in- 
creased, even tho the actual fighting 
be far away, it is eminently necessary 
that a certain measure of mefttal re- 
laxation be provided. To gain an ade- 
quate idea of this need one has but to 
read the following statement from the 
British officer above quoted: 

““T recall the first dark days of the 
war in England, when we felt that our 
national existence was at stake and 


| that we must economize in every di- 
rection for the successful prosecution 
of the war. The result was that we 
shut up theaters, moving picture 
houses and all kinds of entertain- 
ments; we reduced our subscriptions 
to churches and libraries and chari- 
ties other than those connected with 
the war, and we practiced economy in 
every direction. 


“*When the boys came home from 
the trenches on leave they saw vastly 
different communities from those that 
they had left a few months before, and 
many of the institutions that had 
meant home to them had disappeared. 
But soon we learned the true mean- 
ing of the song, Keep the Home Fires 
Burning. The men from the trenches 
spread the message at home of keep- 
ing in existence all those institutions 
that were of value to them in times 
of peace, and this, I believe, would be 
the message from the American boys 
in the trenches today. 


“*America must sacrifice—she is al- 
ready doing so. Americans must one 
and all learn to drop the differences 
that have divided them in times of 
peace and which are luxuries in times 
of war—poltical, industrial, religious 
and even domestic differences, but, in 
my humble opinion, from watching the 
struggle of an unprepared nation to 
take its place honorably on the line of 
battle, Americans will be making a 
grave error if they allow to disappear, 
thru lack of support, the institutions 
that are of proved value to them in 
times of peace.’ 


“Undoubtedly chautauqua is one of 
our institutions of proved value. In 
this part of the country within a dec- 
ade it has grown from an experi- 
ment, launched by a group of men in 
‘Swarthmore, to a widespread activity 
covering virtually all of the thirteen 
original States, and in hundreds of 
communities looked forward to as the 
year’s chief event. : 

“This year it is intermingling with 
its entertainment features a strong 
program of straight from-the-shoul- 
der patriotism, a blast of pure, free 
airs to dissipate the poison gas of Hun 
propaganda. Its basic aim this year 
is to line up the great common people 
to support the war, ‘not in blind sub- 
serviency, but in discriminating loy- 
alty.”. Thru it hearts will be fused 
and spirits fired. Men and women of 
every class and occupation will be 
reached, and some of these could not 
be as effectively got at in any other 
way. 

“This year chautauqua is serving in 
the ranks, not only reinforcing tHe 
home lines, but, thru its junior activ- 
ities, actually stimulating the fighting 
lines of the future, however far- 
spread they may be. It is a mothering 
place for the right sort of American- 
ism, and nothing should be permitted 
to stand in the way of its full and free 
development.” 


ILL the amalgamation of all the 
chautauquas into one organized 
private trust best develop this 

far reaching and mighty institution 
or would that best be done by placing 
this magnificent force at the disposal 
of the people to be used for the cause 
of the democracies of the world? Will 
a $2,000,000 holding private corpora- 
tion serve the purpose better than to 
have the people as a whole take over 
this movement ag they have the tele- 
phones and telegraph lines? Would 
it be better to have the proper au- 
thorities exercise supervisory power 
over what we do with the second 
greatest human intelligence machine 
ever developed? These are the sort 
of problems which we are called upon 
to solve if we would be true to our 
trusts.

Montaville Flowers has been nominated by 
the Republicans in this district in California to 
make the race for Congress. His opponent will 
be the present Congressman, Hon. Chas. Ran- 
dall. Mr. Randall has been serving that dis- 
trict now for two terms, having been originally 
nominated as a Third Party Prohibitionist. He 
has had the nomination on all three tickets, we 
believe. This year Mr. Flowers beat him out 
in the Republican primary by about six hun- 
dred yotes. The district is nominally a heavy 
Republican one. 

Flowers has a great fight on his hands. He

MASON COUNTY (ILL.) PAGEANT 
The chautauqua at Havana, featuring 
the Mason County (Illinois) Centennial pag- 
geant, which was given at Chautauqua 
Vark before an audience which taxed the 
“ng capacity of the large auditorium and 
hundreds who could not get seats, was a grand 
The different episodes in the building 
of the grand old State of Illinois were portrayed. 
From the prolog to the grand finale everything 
went without a hitch, testifying to the untiring 
zeal and work of Mrs. Mabel Morrill, the pageant 
mistress, and Scott S. Nortrup, the leader of 
the chorus. This pageant will long be remem- 
bered by the people of Mason County. The 
choral work was especially good, being the 
simplest folk songs, such as Old Black Joe, 
interspersed with such grand old hymns as 
Onward. Christian Soldiers, being sung by the 
chorus, while the entire cast of over five hundred 
persons marched to the platform in processional, 
dressed in the costume of the different periods, 
to the more difficult Heavens Are Telling. from 
the Creation, all testifying to the skill and 
patience of the leader of the chorus, closing 
with The Star-Spangled Banner, when the audi- 
ence of over 5,000 people, in company with the 
cast of 500. all sang with a will. War dances 
from the Indian period and the dance of the 
wilderness, dance of the prairie and forest 
flowers to the last dance in the old settlers’ 
seene, which was a real old-fashioned Virginia 
reel. All the dances seemed to be given with a 
thoro understanding of the things they were 
representing. Space would not permit us to 
enter into the work of any individual, as all 
seemed to enter into the full spirit of the 
pageant and to give their best. Only one thing 
marred the perfect enjoyment of both the 
actors and the audience, and that was the 
tragic death of Frank Wilson, a young man who 
accompanied the people from Mason City to the 
grounds. Mr. Wilson donated his car and his 
services to bring some of the participants to 
the city, and was in bathing when stricken with 
heart failure and died. The Mason City folks, 
who had the French episode in the pageant, 
felt that they could not go thru their part and 
show due respect to their member, so that 
episode was eliminated. Their scene was thie 
arrival of Col. Clark at Kaskaskia and was one 
of the best in the entire pageant, All of those 
who took part joined in sending a resolution of 
sympathy to the boy’s mother, Mrs. Lucy M. 
Wilson, of Mason City.—Havana News.

** “Will it be possible for you to have a very 
emphatic denial published in The Lyceum Mag- 
azine of the report that my husband is suffer- 
ing from consumption and is not expected to re- 
cover? 

“This is a gross lie. 

‘Mr. Peat at the present time is fulfilling 
his engagements on the chautauqua platform 
for the Coit-Alber Independent Chautauqua 
Company. It is his great pleasure to do so. 
Unfortunately during the late spring my hus- 
band lost his voice, a natural conclusion to 
speaking at times as often as three times a 
day for Liberty Loan, Red Cross, and other 
purposes, and he was very regretfully compelled 
to cancel his circuit engagements with our good 
friends, the Coit-Alber Company, but this was 
only for the meetings listed during a part ef 
June.

Company are finished in September Mr. Peat 
leaves for Canada to speak for his comrades of 
the Great. War Veterans’ Association, and then 
he proceeds to the coast and southward to 
fulfill all the gag ts booked for him by 
the J. B. Pond Lyceum Bureau, He will be 
accompanied by myself and our baby daughter, 
and personally I also hope to speak for the 
Red Cross or other organizations where my sis- 
ters care to hear of women’s war work.’

Before we invaded the Shistanene-tetain and Concert-Recital 
fields The Billboard was an organ of the theatrical profession and 
primarily devoted to the business end of that profession.

“August 30, 1918. 

“My Dear Mr. Hilliar—Regarding Peat Casey's 
Ietter in this week's Billboard wish to state that 
to the best of my knowledge Servais LeRoy was 
the first artist to present the ‘vanishing duck’ 
trick im this country, and, if I remember right, 
it was right after Mr. LeRoy affiliated with Hal. 
ton & Jansen in Chicago. Mr. LeRoy sold the 
effect to some artists and some of them merely 
copied it. I do not want to be rude and say 
‘stole’ it. I was at the time connected with the 
old Atlas Trick & Novelty Co., and afterwards 
actively connected with the world’s biggest and 
greatest veteran magic dealer, A. Roterberg. as 
well as with Arthur Felsmann and Superier Mag- 
ie Co. Having met during my counection with 
these firms every magician of note I am in a 
position to make the foregoing statement. Dr. 
J. W. Elliot, one of my best friends, will bear 
me out, as Doc has been the Bosco with the Le- 
Roy Show for a number of years, Whether Mr. 
LeRoy invented the trick or merely bought it 
of some unknown amateur I cannot say. 

“Trusting this will throw some light on the 
matter and congratulating you on the splendid 
manner in which you conduct the magic column 
in The Billboard, I beg to remain, with best 
wishes for yourself and The Billboard.

“Servais LeRoy is the inventor—this is be- 
yond question. He presented this trick several 
years in Australia and brought it to this country 
in 1912. 

“William Nixon asked me for the secret when 
he was appearing at the Prospect Theater, 
Bronx. I refused him the secret because it was 
LeRoy’s. He told me that he is going to build 
it himself regardless of my refusal. A few 
months later he produced identically the same 
effect, except that instead of taking the cage 
apart he has the sides pasted with paper, for 
the purpose of poking a stick thru, and its size 
is different, Otherwise it is based on LeRoy’s 
invention. 

“So far as I know Nixon has never invented 
or originated a trick in his life—and I believe 
all his tricks and illusions are made by him 
but copied from others. 

“If you like you can show this letter to 
Nixon himself, and I defy bim to contradict my 
statement.

So Says David Bispham, Famous Opera and Con- 


cert Baritone, After 


Nearly Forty Years’ 


Study and Singing Before a Critical 
and Temperamental Public 


New York, Sept. 7.—The professional world 
of singers and actors has always been a magical 
but unknown country to most people, who never 
can realize that the art which is so fascinating 
and seems so easy is the result of tremendously 
hard work, wonderful idealism, self-sacrifice and 
often many a bitter hour. P 


There is no one more competent to tell what 
it means to make the name of a great artist 
and then hold ‘that position for a long career 
with undiminished vigor, with youth ever in 
heart and mind, than David Bispham. 


In a recent interview upen this subject Mr. 
Bispham told of the strange turn of fate that 
had made him, the descendent of an old English 
Colonial Philadelphia Quaker family, a famous 
figure in the operatic world of Europe and 
America. 

“You know,” said Mr. Bispham, “‘that Quak- 
ers, like the Puritans, considered the theater 
was wrong, and even music they had no 
use for, for they thought it a vanity and a 
waste of time. One might suppose that Frank 
Vanderlip and Henry Ford were of this persua- 
sion if what we hear of their recent utterances 
is true. Both of them have said they consider 
music—along with the theater—no good and 
ought to be cut out, or to be so heavily taxed 
as to become useless. Well, I think they must 
be stone deaf. At any rate they are absolutely 
wrong, and if they persist in calling these 
things nonessentials ‘ they will stultify them- 
selves beyond measure. Let them stick to their 
jobs and not take ours from us.” 

Proceeding with his talk Mr. Bispham said: 
“You ask how I keep my voice. For one thing, 
I stopped smoking, which is very bad for me. 
Another is that I never drink anything during 
the day, perhaps a little refreshment in the 
evening or after my performances. But the 
principal reason for my good vocal condition 1s 
that I learned to sing before I went on the 
stage. A good many don’t, so they can’t stand 
the strain the work entails. Just think of all 
there is to learn—oratorios, church music, op- 
eras, light and heavy, and hundreds of fine 
songs that every vocalist should know. These 
things are one’s stock in trade, 

“After my college life I went into my tn- 
ele’s business house in Philadelphia, with no 
thought of the stage. I was already so keenly 
interested in music that I joined every musical 
organization there was. |] also became a mem- 
ber of a dramatic society, and I was constantly 


mme<inging and acting and getting a good acquaint- 
wwance With the art which I was later to follow. 


When I graduated I said, ‘Thank heaven, I 
shall never bave to pass any more examina- 
tions? Little did I think that the greater part 
of my life thereafter was to be spent in pass- 
ing examinations before the most difficult board 
of examiners in the world, the great public. Be- 
cause when they pay their money to hear you 
they expect to get their money’s worth, and 
they are right. Every time you appear you have 
to try and do a little better; at least keep up 
to the general average. If you can’t do this, in 
the long run you might just as wel! retire, be- 
cause the public is entirely ruthless—there are 
plenty more where you came from. 

“We vocalists should be very careful in our 
work, and our masters should be most wise in 
our training, for in my opinion singers are less 
balanced than the rest of the musicians. I 
once asked one of my musica] friends why it 
was that singers were not such good musicians 
as violinists, he being a violinist. ‘Well,’ he 
said, ‘you know we violinists were not born with 
fiddles.’ and, if you think it over, that was a 
very wise remark. We singers are born with 
voices, but often we do not realize thejr value 
until too late. The man who has to spend a 
yvood deal of money for a violin or a piano, and 
more still to have his fingers trained, apprect- 
ates the instrument more than the average 
singer appreciates his voca] gift, 


“Fortunately, I had very good singing mas- 
ters, and then, because of what I knew, I 
was able, after leaving business and studying 
in Italy, to take advantage of a splendid op- 
portunity in London, ang quite unexpectedly I 
found myself on the operatic stage there. From 
a Quaker lad to a grand opera singer in the 
most noted companies in the world—Covent Gar- 
den in London and the Metropolitan Opera in 
New York—is quite a jump. My foot once on 
that ladder, bowever, I stuck there and climbed 
to other high places among the uplands of Art. 

“Yes, it is hard to get a reputation—I mean 
a good one—but it is harder still to keep it, 
and sovtetimes a very little thing will go a 
great way toward helping to ruin any but a 
person who in the long run is known to be re- 
liable. 


“Now, I am not only slow of study, but have 
to keep my attention firmly fixed upon my work 
before the public, or a small circumstance may 
make me Nervous and upset me. By the way, 
if anyone makes a mistake he must never let on 
to the audience by wrinkling the brow or 


shrugging the shoulder or twist of the head 
that anything is wrong. The audience is very 
quick to catch on to that. But some time ago, 
at one of my Oarnegie Hall concerts, I was 
singing Miss Ware’s Boat Song in which is the 
line, ‘Lazily, drowsily sway, little boat.’ Now 
even to catch the eye of a person in the audi- 
ence is liable to disturb my attention and per- 
haps throw me out, and it happened on that 
occasion that I accidentally caught sight of a 
beautiful woman of my acquaintance who sat 
close down in front.

Great Factor in Keeping Up Army 
Morale 

Somewhere in France.—According to Walter 
Damrosch, the American composer and orches 
tra leader, now in France, music is to come into 
irs own again as an essential to promote good 
soldiering. Reeently a general order was sent 
out from the commander-in-cbief’s office to in 
crease all regimental bands to fifty pieces, and 
‘li bandmasters are to be promoted to the rank 
of lieutenant. At present army musicians are 
acting as stretcher bearers when in action, and 
military authorities, after giving the subject 
much consideration, have decided to relieve 
them of this duty in order that they may have 
more time for practice. This practice will be 
compulsory, the same as drills, Bandmasters 
are to be examined as to their musical ability 
and an effort will be made to find the best in- 
<trumentalists in the service and ontside, so 
that every regiment will bave a highly trained 
band. Army officials have learned that the 
men want and appreciate good music, as is evi- 
dent from the big turnouts at the various camp 


concerts. The different units relieved from the 
strenvous front lines and wearied fighting 
troops straighten up inwardly and outwardly 


when they are excorted to the rest camps after 
action by the stirring tunes of a regimental 
hand, These officials have also discovered that 
to escort the men to the front, when they first 
start out for the field of action, with a thrilling 
march measure, greatly improves their morale, 

Experiments are being made with a view to 
the introduction of the French bugle ip our 
bands. The American bugle is keyed in C and 
does not lend itself well to a band, while the 
French army bugle, keyed in B flat and with a 
clear ringing tone, is excellent counterpoint in 
band music.

IN MEMORIAM 


The show is o’er, the races run; 
All out and over, rings the ery. 
The lights are lowered one by one, 
The crowds depart—goodnight, good-by. 
“All out and o’er’’ bas been sounded for the 
last time for Joseph Charles Banks, the well- 
known circus press agent and legal adjuster. 
His death occurred on Friday, August 23, at his 
late residence, and the remains of the well- 
known showman were taken to his home town, 
Glens Falls, N. Y., for interment. As my friend 
and pal for twenty-tive years I take this op- 
pertunity of paying a final tribute to the mem- 
ory of a man who was a credit to the show 
business, who loved the white tops and the men 
who made up the personnel of the circus bus- 
iness; who was fair and square in his deal- 
ings with his fellow man, and whe will be 
sadly missed by his thousands of friends and ac- 
quaintances. A real showman, who knew his 
business and who enjoyed the esteem of his em- 
ployers and the many people who came in con- 
tact with him, ‘Charlie Banks’”’ death is a 
severe loss to the profession. 


I first met ‘Charlie Banks’’ years ago, in 
1895, when he was press agent with the Sig. 
Sautelle Wagon Show. At that time I was of- 
fice ‘devil’? on The Cohoes Evening Dispatch of 
Cohoes, N. Y. I can reeall then he visited 
the newspaper office, and when I learned that 
he was a former resident of Watervliet, N. Y.. 
my friendship for him increased. Later, when I 
joined the Sautelle Show at Schaighticoke, N. 
Y., two years later, we became firm friends—a 
friendship that lasted up to the day of his 
death—and always will remain, He was one of 
the best press agents in the circus profession, 
and secured columns of space for Sig. Santelle 
that no other press agent could duplicate. Al- 
ways looking out for the interests of his em- 
ployer and enjoying the confidence and esteem of 
the hundreds of owners and city editors of 
newspapers thruout the territory where the Sau- 
telle name was a household word, ‘Charlie’ 
soon made himself “‘Sig.’s’’ righthand man, and 
remained with the show for ten or more years. 
At one time, when Sautelle bought ‘‘Roger,”’ one 
of the biggest elephants in captivity from the 
Zoo at Providence, R. L, ‘“‘Charlie’’ secured 
many a first-page story in the New York dailies 
y his accounts of how old ‘Roger’ was, too 
big to transport in an ordinary railroad car 
and that a special car had to be built to trans- 
port him. Afterwards, when Sautelle sold his 
show to Joseph T. Mac Caddon, Banks went with

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BOYS IN SERVICE INTERESTED 


IN S. L. 


OF A. PROJECT 


President E. C. Talbott in Receipt of Many Messages 
of Encouragement From Members Now Fight- 
ing in France — Every Person in Show- 


world Urged 


Chicago, Sep.. 7.—That great projects serve 
to cement the fraternal relations of men in- 
terested in them—just as the war has served to 
unify the emotions of all true Americans—is 
indicated by the widespread interest evinced in 
the Showmen's Rest Fund. 

Tho serving the interests of the war—on the 
field of battle, in entertainers’ ranks and for 
the many subsidiary activities that “keep the 
home fires burning’’—showmen in all sections of 
the country are proving to their everlasting 
credit that they are ready and willing to do 
their share for this home cause in which show- 
men everywhere are vitally and rightfully in- 
terested, 

Dark as are the many clonds gathered in the 
all-embracing war horizon, here :tnd there a rift 
in the clouds is found that makes us feel that 
the vast show fraternity is already experiencing 
advance benefits from the united support of 
the war. It will interest all true showmen 
to know that our brethren individually engaged 
in the great national enterprise of war, on the 
other side of the czvean, are also showing in 
terest in the home cause. For the news of 
what the home showmen are doing in this mat- 
ter has been wafted to far-off France—and in 
response President Talbott of the Showmen’s 
League and his zealous assuciates are receiving 
messages from our boys in France, messages 
which show that even the grim business of war 
is not too engrossing to prevent showmen en 
gaged in it from expressing interest in the 
great home project. 


President E. C, Talbott is in receipt of many 
messages of encouragement from our hoeys in 
France. Al] are in a similar vein, and the fol- 
lowing quotations from one of them, received 
from a showman who is assisting in the great 
work of pushing the Germans back where they 
belong, is the keynote of many. The showman 
who has trouped with many well-known organ- 
izations writes from ‘‘somewhere in Ilrance’’: 
“Dear Brother Talbott: 

“Just a few lines to let you know that the 
boys over here have learned of what the boys 
at home are doing for Showmen’s Rest. I am 
writing from a Y. M. C. A. hut, and it may 
sound foolishly sentimental. but. as I sit here 
penning this letter, it really seems to me that 
the war and the battles thru which I have gone 
are chapters of a nightmare of the past, and I 
feel that I am again in the cozy headquarters 
of the League, writing on the well-beloved sta- 
tionary of the order, which seems so much to 
showmen. But, alas, the thought is only for a 
moment. The war is all too real. If the boys 
at home reatized what it means for some of us 
to die on foreign battlefields, far away from 
friends, many not even setting 4 chance to re- 
ceive Christian burial, I know that they’d all be 
glad to give all they can afford for a plan 
which means perpetual rest, under loving care, 
for all showmen. But, from what I hear, even 
the they cannot realize this. I understand that 
the grand old spirit of the show world is as- 
serting itself in the form of liberal donations. 
Most of us boys over here are giving our serv- 
ces in the greatest cause the world has ever 


financial remuneration. But we want you to 
know that. even the most of us are managing 
to provide for dependents out of our limited 
allowances, if the Showmen’s Rest Fund neeas 
our donations we will be ready to respond to 
the best of our ability. Tell the boys that 
showmen are showmen, even when dressed in 
khaki.”’ 

When President Talbott read this letter to 
friends in the League’s Chicago club rooms he 
said: ‘I guess we all feel that the boys ‘over 
there’ are doing enough for us at home by fight 
ing for us—and I’m sure none of us would want 
the boys who may, God forbid, be denied burial 
at home to give us financial assistance for 
Showmen’s Rest. I am reading this letter 
not because I want or expect our fighting boys 
to give a dollar for the Cemetary Fund. but 
because I want you fellows to know how they 
feel. If they, who are sacrificing so much, can 
think of contributing to Showmen’s Rest, we at 
home, who have every comfort in the midst of 
this terrible war, should be more than willing to 
contribute the necessary funds in such short or- 
der that our next letters overseas will bear the 
gled tidings of our project fully consummated.’’ 

When the president conclnded there were tears 
in many eyes, and some who had already con- 
tributed asked to “the put down’ for larger 
amounts. There was the feeling that in aiding 
Showmen’s Fest they were doing something to 
make our boys happier ‘‘over there.’’ 

And there is the comforting thonght that 
many—perhapns most—of our boye in France who 
served the show world before they joined the 

‘ors will return to again take their places in 
the amusement world. They, more than any 
class of showmen, because of their manifold ex-

periences in the world’s greatest war, will be 
in a position to know, as this letter amply 
implies, the lasting comfort to be found in the 
thought that the Showmen’s League, in perfect- 
ing the Showmen’s Rest pian, will be doing a 
service to showmen that will never be forgotten 
as long as a tent is hoisted in a lot. 

Judging from present indications our boys in 
France need not worry about the financial angle 
of the project, Already the clarion call has 
resounded thruout the show world, and dona- 
tions continue to pour in. But, no matter how 
much is subscribed, our men at the helm will 
feel that the project cannot be considered suc- 
cessful in a broader sense until each and every 
person identified with the throbbing show world 
shall have subscribed his bit to making Show- 
men’s Rest a universal undertaking.

the Sells-Downs Show, where he was legal ad- 
juster, and won high praise from Martin Downs, 
then owner of the show. Later he was press 
agent and legal adjuster for the Leon W. Wash- 
burn Shows and other tented enterprises. Last 
winter le was advance agent for Jack Reid's 
Record Breakers, a burlesque troupe, and while 
in Kansas City entertained Frank A. Robbins 
and J. H. Eschman, circus owners, at a box 
party, where oid times Were talked over, ‘‘Gov- 
ernor’’ Frank A, Robbins will sincerely mourn 
the passing of Banks since he was a great 
admirer of his. This summer Banks undertook 
the management of Finn's Overland Shows, a 
carnival company, and his bustling methods and 
knowledge of the show business made it a suc- 
cess. His demise was entirely unexpected, and 
his many friends will sincerely mourn him. Sig. 
Sautelle, his friend for years, was his idol. At 
the time of Mrs. Sautelle’s death two years ago, 
it was ‘Charlie Bank.’’ who met the funeral 
party at Fort Edward and made arrangements 
for her burial in the old Union Cemetery in that 
little village. It was “‘Charlie’’ who comforted 
Sig. and tried to console him, and it was the 
same faithful Charlie that exactly one week 
later was stricken with paralysis, but miracu- 
lously recovered several months later after 
being confined tc his home in Glens Falls. At 
that time he was city editor of The Glens Falls 
Post-Star. He was also at various times editor 
of The Evening Standard in Troy, N. Y., and in 
Lynn, Mass. He was qa resident of Watervliet, 
N. Y., but claimed Glens Falls as his home, and 
it was there that his remains were interred, 

Charlie Banks has gone beyond the Great Di- 
vide, but his memory still lives. He was hon- 
est and a hustler, loyal to his friends, and his 
death is a source of universal regret. 

At the time that I wrote The Fixer, a 
vaudeville sketch. that I have played in vaude- 
ville the past four years thruout the country, I 
founded the leading character, which I played, 
on the life of “Charlie Banks,’’ and those who 
knew him will recall the characteristics of the 
departed showman. Farewell, old pal, and may 
your last sleep be peaceful. Gone, but not for- 
gotten, and in the years to come your memory 
will always live.

Raleigh, N. C., Sept. 7.—The necessities of 
war have caused the cancelation of another 
State fair, that of North Carolina. Some time 
ago the great Texas State Fair was called off 
because of the necessity of using the grounds 
and buildings for government purposes. and 
now it is announced that the North Carolina 
State Fair grounds are to be used for a tank 
training camp site. This necessitates cancel- 
ing the State fair, which was to have been held 
October 21-26, 

The United States Government has leased the 
fair ground for ten months commencing Sep- 
tember 1, for a large tank training camp that 
will cover 15,000 acres of land. The large 
buildings on the grounds were needed by the 
government for the quick housing and _ train- 
ing of thousands of men for overseas fighting. 
This will enable them to put the men on the 
fighting front three months sooner than would 
be possible if it were necessary to wait for 
the erection of new buildings. 

While regretting the necessity of canceling 
the fair, the management patriotically accepts 
the situation and Secretary Joseph E. Pogue 
announces that there will be a bigger and bet- 
ter fair in 1919. The secretary is sending 
copies of the offical notice of the fair’s can- 
celation to its patrons and exhibitors thruout

It has no regard for an agreement or a promise. 

negotiated with it we would only obtain another scrap of paper. 


Then, perhaps, we may deal with a German Republic, or, if Germany 
is partitioned, with its several States. 

The peace talk one hears now is “made in Germany.” No one but 
pro-Germans and pacifists even give it a thought. 

It is the sort of peace that one may expect issuing from beyond the 
Rhine while Germany holds even one foot of conquered territory. It 
begins and ends with “no indemnity, no annexation.” 

That is not now a basis for peace. 

We find a better foundation for peace set forth in a new book, en- 
“What We Must Know To Win,” 
He says: 

“To the lying German formula, ‘no annexations, no indemnities,’ the 
Allies must oppose the democratic formula, that is to say: 


“Guarantee against a renewal of war. 

“Expiation, reparation, guarantee—these three words constitute the 
formula of common sense, of justice and, ‘of truth.” 

Until Germany comes across with peace talk based on her expiation, 
reparation and guaranty we shall have to go on fighting—fighting harder 
than before—for no other peace will be more than a scrap of paper and 
will be merely a forerunner of another and even more horrible war.

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WORK OR FIGHT RULING STIRS 


UP TURMOIL IN FILMLAND} 


Non-Contract Feature Players’ Exempted List, 
Raids on Extras and Labor Troubles 
Are Outcome of Order Accord- 


ing to 


Rumor 


‘Los Angeles, Sept. 2.—The work-or-fight rul- 
ing of tbe Federal Government has stirred up 
a regular turmoil, affecting not only all 
branches of the motion picture industry, but of 
the theatrical world on the Coast as well, and 
rumors of a pending internal war among cer- 
tain members of filmland, growing out of this 
work-or-fight order, are being broadly circulated. 
And it would seem that most of these rumors 
have a substantial foundation. 


Acoording to one report there is a list of 
motion picture players who are not under salary 
contracts, but who are, nevertheless, very essen- 
tial to the production of pictures. These play- 
ers are cast play by play and their services are 
at all times in great demand, some of their 
names being recognized as feature players and 
even as well-known stars. 


A list of such photoplayers has been compilea 
by W. J. Reynolds, secretary of the Film As- 
sociation,, and all names on this list will be 
exempted, it is understood, from the work-or- 
fight ruling. 

However, there are many photoplayers who 
consider themselves essential to the production 
end of the industry whose names have been 
omitted from this list and, according to rumor, 
they have voiced their intention of organizing 
and entering a protest against this omission. 


When questioned in regard to this proposed 
protest Mr. Reynolds refused to discuss the 
situation, neither denying nor affirming it, be- 
yond making the statement that his list ts 
neither complete or drastic, and if after careful 
consideration the names of players important 
to picture production have been omitted they 
will immediately be added, as such omission is 
unintentional. 


Another feature of the work-or-fight order, 
which is disturbing the film world, is the over- 
zealouspess of the war squad attached to the 
local police force. Raid after raid has been 
pulled off at different studios, taking extra men 
and players not able to show contracts as non- 
essentials, interrupting productions and disturb- 
ing things in general, until producers are hard 
put te turn out a preduction with anything like 
a crowd in it. And this action of the war squad 
is taken in utter defiance of instructions of the 
four-minute men who are appearing at every 
performance in every theater—picture, legiti- 
mate or vaudeville—urging that no one leave 
their present employment unless ordered to do 
so by the Government Labor Commission, which 
so far has taken no action in the work or fight 
ruling in regard to actors and photoplayers in 
this vicinity. It is stated that many of these 
picture players, who have been arrested and 
ordered to work, have stated frankly they would 
only be too willing to occupy themselves with 
other employment if they could be shown where 
they might secure it, and they complain that 
the only satisfaction they get is instructions to 
report regularly to the draft board and go look 
for it. 

Another report that has gained considerable 
credence, but is met with a refusal to discuss 
the situation by the producers, is that stage 
employees and operators at the Lasky stndio 
have threatened to strike. They have demanded 
a $1 per day increase from the $5 now paid; 
with time and a half for overtime. Rumor 
further has it that threats to persuade Eastern 
operators and stage employees to refuse to han- 
dle productions from Los Angeles studios, un- 
Jess these demands are granted, but this could 
not be verified, as both sides are noncommittal. It 
is admitted, however, that much dissastifaction 
is rife among the mechanical end of the produc- 
ing game on the coast, because of the great 
amount cf overwork, brought about by the great 
inroads the draft and work-or-fight raids have 
made among all studios’ mechanical staffs, 


However, men most vitally interested in the 
industry and picture people im general are 
hopeful that the new Federal ruling that motion 
pictures are essential will help to simplify the 
noncontract and extra player problem and 
straighten out the strike situation amicably to 
all parties concerned.

THE TURN OF THE WHEEL 
(GOLDWYN .PRESENTS GERALDINE FAR- 
RAR. Directed by Reginald Barker. Pro- 
duced at the Strand Theater, New York,

WE ARE CERTAINLY DISAPPOINTED IN 
THIS PICTURE! 

Perhaps we expected too much and feel peeved 
that we were denied seeing another CARMEN 
or WOMAN GOD FORGOT, therefore the com- 
parison gave us something of a jolt. The very 
conventional and oft-utilized theme, poorly con- 
structed at that, is quite enough to exasperate 
the most amiable scribe. Why, oh why, did our 
béauteous Geraldine accept such a mediocre 
scenario to exploit her extraordinary tuients. 
The story gave her no opportunity to give vent 
to those turbulent outbursts of passion, rage 
and fervid love which seem part of ‘herself. She 
rather walked thru the many scenes gracing the 
sumptuous settings with her regai bearing. 
It is from the point of sartorial eplendor that 
the production will attract and not trom any 
particular interest that the play may contain. 
It depends upon the timeworn method of switch- 
ing backward and showing what had happened 
in the past, rather than working up to a climax 
in the present, 

When a story has to be told by its characters, 
instead of enacted, it loses its hold upon an au- 
dience. ‘The little effort necessary to make Ro- 
salie Dean a portraiture of the screen scarcely 
rippled the serenity of Miss Farrar’s widening 
smnile. But she looked beautiful and wore her 
chinchilla furs like an empress, so why blawe 
her for the lack of working material? How a 
director of Mr. Barker’s experience could permit 
scenes to follow each other without allowing 
for lack of time—such as the villain arriving at 
bis rooms, having just left the heroine, and 
immediately receiving her note, and the next 
seene back with the lady, is remarkable to say 
the least. Herbert Rawlinson looked too youth- 
fal for the star, tho he tried to make the role 
of Maxtield Grey appear to advantage, limited 
as he was by lack of opportunities.

The 
countess, realizing it is to her advantage to 
ao so, plots with Germany's representative, 
Baron von Zeller, and she orders her servant, 
Danilo, to kill the Arch Duke, During the 
chaos produced by this tragedy she is persuaded 
to go to Germany and enter the secret service 


there. Now enters the love element. Rene de 
Bornay, a young man she has fallen in love with, 
despite her own inclinations not to love apy man, 
Is in Rerlin—a French spy. At first ambition 
persuades her to sacrifice his love for her own 
ends and she betrays him. Then comes the big 
struggie, in which the true woman wins and 
she sacrifices her life that her lover may escape 
to Paris with the information she has given 
him. Brockwell gives a consistent in- 
terpretation of the countess, but why, oh, why. 
did she have to wear so little during the process 
—she would have been just as effective, and 
in fact, even more eo bad she followed the con- 
ventions a trifle closer in this regard,

THERE ARE MANY startling moments in this 
latest Thomas H. Ince feature, in which Charles 
Ray play the part of the young French Ca- 
nadian, known as the Baglet.

As we said before, Marion Davis is a pretty 
girl, but movie fans demand more than a 
sweetly mobile expression. Repetitions are 
monotonous and something MUST happen af- 
ter waiting five reels for a little pep to relieve 
the tedium. The same old idea, *“‘must get the 
papers,” and the result of Elaine’s careless- 
ness in leaving the letter unsealed were obvious 
from the start. The best characterization was 
offered by L. Rogers Lytton, but he, too, was 
choked off just when we. became hopeful of see- 
ing some really good acting. The set smile of 
Mary Richards, as the mother, Mrs. Brooks, 
was irritating by its constant sameness. The 
production can be called consistently fair as 
regards the interior settings, but the appeal of 
the story is inferior—in its present state—to 
that of Miss Davis’ former release.

evening the various representatives of the dif- 
ferent organizations got together and the mat- 
ter was threshed out to a successful conclusion. 
Executive sessions were held by the accredited 
members of the National Association of the Mo- 
tion Picture Industry, The American Exhibitors’ 
Association and the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of Amerira, and the result is one or- 
ganization to be called the National Association 
of the Motion Picture Industry. The industry 
will be divided into branches, the exhibitors 
being known as the Exhibitors’ Branch of the 
Association and will maintain its own head- 
quarters and officers.

pPlomacy of Mr. Brady, Mr. Rembuseh and 
others and the co-operation of the committees 
from the various organizations in granting con 
cessions and waiving points made the combi 
nation finally possible. The session lasted until 
2 o'clock Wednesday morning, but the results 
were well worth the effort required in uniting 
the motion picture industry into one big order. 

Mr. Brady was highly pleased at the final out- 
come of the meeting, and he fecls that this 
move, which he bas had in view for several 
years, will result in tremendons developments in 
every branch of the entire industry and be the 
biggest event in the history of motion pictures, 

Mr. Rembusch was also elated over the out- 
come of the conference, and expressed him- 
self as entirely satisfied with the result. *‘Dis- 
satisfaction with the work of the old erganiza- 
tion was responsible for the organization of 
the A. E. A."’ said Mr. Rembusch, “but in 
this new organization there can be no one-man 
control, and there will be no side shows in the 
way of trade papers or other schemes for profit 
for the few at the expense of the many. No 
booking clubs nor co-operative booking organiza- 
tions can originate in the new association.” 

Mr. Schaefer, president of the Exhibitors’ 
Branch of the N. A. M. P. L, and whose work 
in bringing the various factions together was 
fully recognized, expressed himself ag thoroly 
satisfied with the outcome, and said that now, 
with the solid backing of the united industry, 
every undertaking could be carried out to suc- 
cessful conclusion. The calls of the Govern- 
ment could be answered by placing the facili- 
ties of the entire industry at its dispesal im- 
mediately and to the best advantage. 

A By-Laws committee, consisting of Frank 
Rembusch, I, M. Mosher and Sam Bullock, was 
appointed, and immediately met to draft new 
By-Laws for the Exhibitors’ Branch. Mr. Rem- 
busch etated that it would probably take two 
days to whip these into shape. 

A general feeling of satisfaction was observed 
on all sides and every one seemed to feel that 
the main purpose of the meeting had been sue- 
cessfully met and handled to the best advantage 
for all, The attendance at the meetings Wednes- 
day and Friday contineud light, but, as Mr. 
Atkinson remarked, more was often accom 
plished by the few than by a crowd, on the prin- 
ciple that too many cooks spoil the broth. 

Wednesday was devoted to talks and discus- 
sions of various abuses, and Thursday was 
mainly devoted to discussion of the war and 
reel tax. 

The business meeting held Friday afternoon 
Lwas mainly for the purpese of ratifying the 
action taken by the committee Tuesday evening 
in regard to amalgamation. A _ resolution was 
unanimously adepted to this effect, with the 
exception of the clanse toe incorporate the Na 
tional body under the laws of the State of 
Illinvis, This was eliminated, as it is not the 
intention of the Association to allow voting by 
proxy, and under the lows of this State it is 
permissible, The resolution was amended to 
incorporate under the laws of the State of 
New York. 

The question of insurance and bending, dis- 
cussed earlier in the week, at which time a 


plan was submitted by Dale Crittenberger, In- 


dianapolis, to reduce the rates, was again 
brought up and the plan as presented at that 
time adopted. By this plan exhibitors who are 
members of the N. A. M. P. IL. are guaranteed 
their insurance at a 25 per cent reduction of 
existing rates, and a bonding proposition was 
alse adopted which will do away with the ad- 
vance deposit system now in vogue at a small 
cost to the exhibitor, 

The only discordant feature of the entire pro- 
ceedings was when Sam Atkinson, platform 
manager, took the floor and expressed doubt as 
to present officers fully carrying out the desires 
and wishes of the exhibitors for their best 
advantage. He stated that he would watch re- 
sults, and if at the end of a year they had not 
made a satisfactory showing he would not be 
in favor of their retaining office. His talk 
provoked a discussion that was only ended by 
Mr. Rembusch calling for the closing song, My 
Country, "Tis of Thee, 

As a result of the constant boosting of St. 
Touis as the best place to hold the convention 
of the amalgamated organizations of the indus- 
try H. M. Pasmezogiu, St. Louis member of the 
M. P. BE. L. of A., and a director of the new or 
ganization, won his point, and it was reselved 
that the 1919 convention will be held there 
week beginning June 4 next. The reason for 
holding the annual meeting a month earlier 
than previous years is because of the extreme 
heat of July in the Missouri town,

FIREWORKS USED BY ARMY 


Industry Reorganized to Facilitate 
Production 


Ciukicago, Sept. 7.—The fireworks display in- 
dustry of this country has been completely re- 
organized because of the war and has virtually 
been turned over to the United States Govern 
ment. An organization, known as the United 
States Fireworks Manufacturers’ Association, has 
been organized at the suggestion of the Federal 
Bureau of Explosives for the purpose of central- 
izing the efforts of the country’s manufacturers 
in order that the heavy demands of the Govern- 
ment for flares, rockets, ete.. may be met 
promptly. E. J. Bingle. of New York, is at 
the head of the organization. 

The public has little conception of the enor 
mous quantities of freworks that are being used 
by the United States Army in its operations in 
France. Sky rockets, flares and star chasers 
some of them costing $100 apiece, play an im 
portant part in the war, being used for illumina- 
tion, signaling and other purposes, and they are 
being turned out by the thousands. The fireworks 
companies are manufacturing enormous quan- 
tities of hand grenades, aeroplane searchlights, 
Position lights and white magnesium flares. The 
aeroplane searchlight is one of the most inter- 
esting products that the war has develope, 
Weighing 75 pounds, this searchlight is thrown 
from an airplane over enemy positions. After 
a descent of fifty feet from the machine « para 
chute opens from which is suspended a brillians 
light of 250.000 candle power. This light de- 
stroys the vision of gunners and the acroplane 
8s safe from observation. 

Cc. H. Duttield, head of the Thearle-Duttield 
Fireworks Company, Chicago, predicts that after 
the war the fireworks industry will be reorgan- 
ized on a larger scale than ever before "Pa 
triotic displays are becoming more and more 
popular,” he says, ‘‘and after the war they 
will be in still greater demand.”’

the air. Mixtures of chemicals are used to pro- 
duce the brilliant colors. These facts were 
brought out thru a Government investigation.

All of the boys seem to think they would wip 
if they could get suitable rules, As a sugges- 
tion, why would the following not be a good 
way to settle the matter? Let all those who 
feel they are the best all around fancy ropers 
in the world each put up $150, the total amount 
to be split into first and second prizes; first 
money to be 2-8 of the total and 1-3 to be sec- 
ond money. Ali ropers to each make 15 catches, 
each catch to be made three times in the way 
@ coper can demonstrate tne fact that be is 
making the catch sure, as he called st and not 
scratching it on. This also would prevent some 
other roper going out and trying to do a catch 
he has seed someone else do for the firet time, 
and making @ scratch catch, All ropers to do 
fifteen catches from the ground and tive from 
horseback, Then they should be allowed to do 
three minutes spinning on horseback and seven 
minutes spinning on the ground. It should be 
up to each roper to choose how he wants to 
take up his time, whether with one rope or four. 
I bave talked to three or four of the prominent 
Topers and they all seemed willing to pvt up 
the amount named above, and rope it off under 
the above conditions. In many a roper's talk 
the name of Will Rogers comes up. While f 
atm on the roping subject 1 am going to take 
the liberty (unknown to Mr, Rogers) of saying 
that while he is beyond all question of a doubt 
the greatest cowboy comedian, and, in fact, one 
of the greatest ‘‘wits’’ before the public today, 
and while he does not depend on his ropes at all 
to put his act over, he is nevertheless one of the 
best all around fancy ropers iz the world today 
—bar none. Many people who have only seen 
him do his act on the stage think that is all the 
roping he can do. There are several acts ip the 
show business who have not only copied his 
dialect, mannerisms and routine of rope work, 
Dut who have actually copied his gags. Some 
at least have copied his eccentricities of dress, 
Others, who claim they taught him how to 
Tope, and others who claim he is a ‘New York 
actor.” Some cal] him a ‘magazine cowboy,’ but 
those who know (and they are the majority), 
know that Will Rogers is a real one who comes 
originally from Claremore, Ok, (Most every 
Indian boy in that country claims Bill as a 
cousin or some other relative.) Rogers is noth- 
ing to me, but what I bave writen above {I 
know to be facts. I Know the names of people 
who have copied him and they know it, and 
they should lay off.

So for the good of bur- 
esque let us look upon conditions from the 
viewpoint of the pessimist and get busy for 
self-preservation by delivering the goods, qual- 
ity and quantity.

W. H. Lamar, solicitor for the Postoffice De- 
partment, has said that the November issue of 
e Lyceum World was found to contain mat- 
ter which violated the espionage act and was 
ordered to be excluded from the mails. This 
magazine has been excluded from circulation in 
the mails of Canada. 


Perhaps the second important matter is the 
changing of the constitution so as to put the 
business of the I. L. A, in the hands of an ex- 
ecutive committee of nine. There are many 
objections to this move and there will probably 
be some warm debates over this proposed change. 

There is another constitutional change which 
involves the change of name from the I, L, A, 
so as to take in the word chautaugqua. There 
is no opposition to this. 

There is a far-reaching move in the form of a 
new effort, known as Original Night. This is 
an innovation which bids fair to be the most 
popular program of the convention.

Daylight saving, from Sunday, 
1918, was established by Congress in March, 1918, as an effective method 
of conserving the health, the wealth and the mineral resources of the 
All clocks in the country were moved forward one hour at 2 


The adoption of the plan by the United States is attributable to its 
successful operation in Great Britain, France, Italy, Germany, Austria, 
Holland, Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Portugal, Australia and Iceland. 

It was estimated that Great Britain, in which the plan is in force 
only during four and one-half months each year, saved in 1916 approxi- 
mately 260,000 tons of coal and 11,600 tons of fuel oil. 
the plan was in operation only three and one-half months, the saving 
in coal that year aggregated approximately 250,000 tons. 

Estimates of the saving in coal that will be effected in 1918 in the 
United States under the present daylight saving plan vary from 1,000,000 


The amount of coal used in this country during the summe~- months 
in the generation of heat and light is insignificant, however, when com- 
pared with the amount consumed during the other seasons of the year. 

Great Britain and Northern European countries have restricted the 
use of the daylight-saving plan to the summer months because the . 
hours of daylight during the remainder of the year are so few as to 


Practically all of Europe lies north of the average latitude of the 
United States, and the northern boundary of this country is farther 
south than the greater portion of Europe. 
United States there are much more than eight hours of daylight on even 
the shortest day of the year. Daylight saving, therefore, would be prac- 
ticable continuously in this country, and the saving effected would be 
very much greater in the winter than in the summer. 

Two changes of time each year will subject the railroads and every 
other common carrier to an inconvenience which would be obviated by 
the permanent adoption of the present standard of time. 

The difference in time between Washington and London would be 
shortened one hour by the permanent adoption of the daylight saving 
plan by the United States, an item of importance in facilitating com- 
mercial intercourse between the United States and the Allies.

formation of one’s own producing company to 
Albany. So frequent are these cases in the pic- 
ture business these days that the big producing 
companies have felt compellea to take their 
biggest drawing cards into direct partnership 
with themselves for fear that otherwise these 
stars would contract the fashionable disease 
and sap the etrength of the established pro- 
grams, One can not but sympathize with the 
human desire to capitalize one's abilities and 
popularity for one’s own exclusive benefit, tho 
it does seem a bit rough on those who first 
foresaw the possibilities of the development of 
these abilities and invested money in the build- 
ing up of that popularity with the hope of 
being able to profit handsomely thru the invest- 
ment at some future date, The profit a pro- 
ducer makes out of the return from the fame 
of a great favorite whom he helped to estab- 
lish as such is seldom disproportionate, for 
it must be borne in mind that he gambles on 
many players of promise, who ultimately bring 
him merely losses. De pays well for services 
rendered, and many a picture star is now clean- 
ing up personally on the investment that some 
one else made for them im brains and capital, 
on careful handling and sound showmanship, and 
in many cases the individual star was enabled 
te exploit the advantages gained for him by 
others for his own benefit, largely thru the 
savings of moneys paid to him for the utiliza- 
tion of services during the period in which he 
was exploited for future profits. 

So one feels, of course, that the picture pro- 
ducer has a just grievance against the player 
whe deserts him at the moment that he becomes 
a big card, and is thoroly justified in raising 
the cry of rank ingratitude, but one also feels 
that it is partially his own fault. There would 
be more actor-managers on the legitimate stage 
personally pocketing the full returns from their 
individual popularity had not the managers so 
worked ont the general scheme for the conduct 
of their business as to make more or less sure 
of an adequate return on the sums invested in 
the creation of a demand for the things they 
had set about to supply, among which were the 
appearances of well advertised players of ex- 
ceptional ability. There were those who coined 
fortunes in the early days of the picture who 
realized the possibility of the present state of 
affairs and took measures to prevent its oc- 
currence. The Vitagraph Company, for in- 
stance, opposed the star system from the start, 
knowing what it would ultimately lead to. But 
other producers, anxiovs to rush the advance- 
ment of a business that was already suffering 
from too rapid a development, rushed in where 
the more conservative did not dare to tread, 
and it became necessary in the coures of com- 
petioin to play star against star. And the 
wisdom of the first judgment was shown when 
the putting up the name of Clara Kimball Young 
in electric lights over the portals of the thea- 
ter temporarily known as the Vitagraph was 
almost immediately followed by the an- 
nouncement that Miss Young was deserting the 
company in which her abilities had been de- 
veloped and her fame established to render serv- 
ices elsewhere, where the weekly emolument 
was to be a few hundreds larger. And this 
company in turn lost her services when the 
chance came for the star to control her own 
destinies and to secure for herself the lion’s 
share of the returns, including a healthy guar- 
antee, For a star of this type, whose period of 
popularity is possibly limited to the period of 
the first bloom of youth, to desire to make hay 
while the complexion lasts is natural, but it is 
® bit hard on those who backed their faith in 
her future with all the means at their command, 

But in elaborating on a specific illustration 
drawn from what is comparatively ancient his- 
tory im so young an industry, we are drifting 
away from the point at hand, The great mis- 
take made in the hurried organization of the 
new industry was the centering of attention on 
the output. In the legitimate, in which cen- 
turies of traditions, business as well as artistic, 
served as a guide during the last reorganization 
of the business in this country, about twenty 
years ago, the leading managers of the country 
took into account the size and the rapid growth 
of the country, and turned their energies to- 
wards securing control of the theaters thruout 
its length and breadth, Having control of the 
theaters they were automatically put into con-

trol of that which was presented therein. Were 
a star to be developed into a great drawing card 
by one of these managers, and were he to prove 
ungrateful to the extent of deserting his ban- 
ner to capitalize his popularity for his personal 
benefit exclusively, he was up against the prob- 
lem of having no place to play in. It was only 
when the manage forces were disrupted by 
internal dissension that the star had an op- 
portunity to advance his own cause to the detri- 
ment of the organization that had made his 
name a magnet. In England, of course, the 
case is different, for until very recently there 
has been little of England theatrically impor- 
tant save the city of London. An actor-manager 
could acquire a house in the metropolis and re- 
main there season in and season out, finding 
sufficient patronage to meet expenses. And un- 
der the conditions the road, such as it was, 
was open to him whenever he felt inclined to 
tour the provinces. 

In this country, tho, with the higher rate of 
emolument that has consistently prevailed among 
our players, and with the extra hazardous finan- 
cial nature of the business of producing plays, 
there has been little incentive for the player to 
wish anything further than an eqnitable con- 
tract, save when his ,ersonal vanity impelled 
him to undertake productions of a nature usual- 
ly unprofitable. The vista of sndden wealth 
that the picture people in their mad serambje 
for well known names at the time of the intro- 
duction of the star system in that field unfolded 
to the legitimate star has, of course, altered 
his viewpoint as to the amount-of revenue his 
art should bring ¢o produce complete satisfac- 
tion, but it is unlikely that the Iecitimate man. 
ager with his longer experience wi!l ever be in- 
duced to invest more in the services of popular 
players than those serviees will return to him 
in the long run, We often hear it said that 
the star system in phe legitimate in this coun- 
try is on the decline—we prove ft b> pointing 
out that the big money makers of the last four 
or five years have all been nonstar plays, and 
that only a few of the individual players still 
are able to draw andiences on the etrengtht of 
their names alone. The answer is not that the 
players of today are less able than those of a 
decade ago, but that the star system was a 
business evil that has been done away with to 
a large extent. We still rejoice in the art of 
some of our best players, we are glad that Otis 
Skinner and perhaps Mande Adams arte to be 
seen again in plays worthy of their talents, but 
we no longer feel the need of a roster of big 
names to insure a season’s profit. 

The picture people, too, are learning their 
lesson—and when they have reorganized so as 
to make impossible the large drain on capital 
made by wasteful methods and excessive g6al- 
aries for stars show business as a whole will 
become solidified and will be operated for the 
greater profit and satisfaction of producer, play- 
er and theater manager. The failure to realize 
the unity of interests in the show world has 
been as damaging to themselves as to others, 
but with the awakening comes the promise of 
better times to come. 


The technical skill required to make an in- 
teresting play out of Under Orders, utilizing 
two players only, may not be apparent until 
one recalls the burst of critical applause that 
greeted Bernstein’s tour de force when he built 
an act of The Thief, utilizing his two princi- 
pal characters only, holding the interest at a 
high pitch for more than forty minutes. But 
scarcely !ess praise is due those who staged 
the play, for everyone who knows his theater 
fis aware of the deadly nature of a series of 
duologs in any play, even if they employ a 
snecession of different characters in varied com- 
bination, unless the play is staged with excep- 
tional skill. And while the craftsmanship of 
Mr. Megrue, who adapted the play for Ameri- 
ean audiences, and of the original author, Berte 
Thomas, has been duly lauded, we have yet to 
see a word of praise for the man or men who 
directed its production. Writing at a distance 
we do not even know who these individuals 
may be. ¥ M ue A fae wien?

But Louis Chalif was equipped with a great 
talent, splendidly developed; he had executive 
ability and a definite ideal towards which he im 
Mediately began to build. The result of his sin- 
cere and conscientious efforts is the Chalif Nor- 
mal School of Dancing, which is recognized as 
the first and foremost of its kin! in this -ourtrys. 

Mr. Chalif invented the system of dancing 
based upon the Russian technique combined with 
the freedom of the Greek art In his teaching 


he continually strives to develop in his pupils 
the feeling for rhythm, to make them visualize 
wusic and to bring out and foster in them every 
atom of their individuality.
